The law is slow, often agoni­ 
zingly so. bu t in both cases ev ery ­ 
one inv olv ed Is determ ined that 
it shall be certain. 
Sirhan Sirhan and Jam es E arl 
R ay probably don’t appreciate 
the fact, bu t they are witness­ 
ing a display of how decent men 
condu ct themselv es. They are 
getting a lesson in w hat civ iliz­ 
ed society is all abou t. 
Ev en in the confu sion of those 
terrible moments in a kitchen 
passagew ay in a Los Angeles 
hotel, Americans knew that the 
thing had to be done right this 
tim e. No self-appointed pu blic 
av enger was going to be allowed 
to interv ene and splash another 
bloody qu estion m ark across an­ 
other page of history . 
Bu t behind the desire to bring 
these m en into open cou rt and 
to hav e w hatev er ev idence is

NEW YORK (AP) — Herman 
B. Fergu son and Arthu r Harris, 
both Negroes, were conv icted 
today of conspiring to m u rder 
m oderate civ il rights 
leaders 
Roy Wilkins and Whitney You ng 
Jr. 
An all-male ju ry retu rned a 
gu ilty v erdict after deliberating 
for more than 10 hou rs. 
The trial in Qu eens Su preme 
Cou rt ended Friday after eight 
day s of testimony . 
Each man faces u p to sev en \ 
y ears in prison. No date for sen­ 
tencing was set immediately . 
Fergu son, 46 , who was su s­ 
pended as assistant principal of 
a Qu eens pu blic school following 
his arrest a y ear ago, and Har­ 
ris, 22, were among 16 persons 
rou nded u p and accu sed in con­ 
nection with the plot. 
Wilkins is ex ecu tiv e director 
of the National Association for 
the 
Adv ancement 
of 
Colored 
People, and You ng is ex ecu tiv e 
director of the National Urban 
Leagu e. Both men testified du r­ 
ing the trial. 
Pending sentencing, Fergu son 
and Harris 
remained 
free on 
$20,000 bail each. 
Fergu son, H arris and others 
face crim inal anarchy charges 
in another indictment. The con­ 
stitu tionality of this indictm ent 
is being tested in federal cou rt. 
The 
prosecu tion 
contended, 
chiefly throu gh testimony of u n­ 
dercov er city detectiv e Edw ard 
Lee 
Howlette, 
that 
Fergu son 
and H arris, along with How­ 
lette, were m em bers of a “ ter­ 
rorist cell” which plotted the as­ 
sassinations. 
Howlette said he had infiltrat­ 
ed 
the 
Black 
Rev olu tionary 
m ov ement 18 months ago and 
later helped 
the conspirators 
form a rifle clu b. 
The decision to kill Wilkins 
and You ng was reached, ac­ 
cording to Howlette, after F er­ 
gu son reported to the cell that 
the civ il rights m oderates had

m anifesto 
against 
Black Pow er.”

the battles now going on in 
Sou th Vietnam are com parable 
to the battle of Dien Bicn Phu in 
195 4 in which his forces defeated 
the French. 
U.S.

believ e 
the 
stream of v ictory claims com­ 
ing ou t of Hanoi in recent weeks 
may be designed in part to 
boost the fighting spirit of the 
Commu nist forces in the Sou th. 
They also believ e the v erbal 
barrage is aim ed at conv incing 
world opinion that the United 
States and its allies are losing 
the w ar and shou ld therefore ne­ 
gotiate a su rrender in Paris.

Raskin’s lawy er, Calv in B art­ 
lett, m aintained du ring the trial 
that Raskin was not part of any 
conspiracy and barely knew his 
co-defendants. 
U.S. D istrict Ju dge Francis J. 
W. Ford ordered Spock and the 
other three freed in personal re­ 
cognizance u ntil sentencing on 
Ju ly 10. 
They face 
max imu m 
sentences 
of 
fiv e-y ear 
prison 
term s and $10,000 fines. 
The ju ry , in a list of findings 
on specific charges made in the 
indictment, 
fou nd that 
Spock 
and the other three conspired to 
cou nsel, aid and abet Selectiv e 
Serv ice registrants to refu se or 
ev ade du ties u nder the Selectiv e 
Serv ice Act. 
“ My belief has alway s been,” 
Coffin said, “ that the issu es we 
wanted to bring before the cou rt 
were nev er argu ed. T hat’s the 
legality and constitu tionality of 
the war and the draft.

Later, at a news conference 
on the first floor of the cou rt­ 
hou se Coffin added, “ I speak for 
all. If this is a conspiracy , we 
hav e the lightning bu g confu sed 
with the lightning.”

acqu ittal as “ an im portant v ic­ 
tory for the F irst Amendment,” 
which gu arantees free speech.

The ju ry fou nd that the fou r 
did not “cou nsel” registrants to 
neglect to carry Selectiv e Serv ­ 
ice registration certificates and 
draft classification notices, bu t 
fou nd they conspired to aid and 
abet su ch actions.

The U.S. Marine command re­ 
ported that, twenty -two 122mm 
rockets hit the sprawling su pply 
base northwest of Da Nang, in­ 
flicting light to moderate dam­ 
age. Fifty artillery rou nds in­ 
flicted light damage on the Cu a 
Viet su pply point six miles be­ 
low the demilitarized zone. 
One civ ilian was killed and 20 
others were wou nded when 32 
m ortar rou nds slammed into the

miles sou th of Da Nang. 
After fiv e weeks of bom bard­ 
ment, the center of Saigon has 
not been hit by rockets since 
Tu esday despite threats broad­

su bu rb of Gia Dinh. 
Becau se of the shelling, the

schools and fair employ ment. In

“Concessions were the downfall of Louis \ \ I ." 
said Charles X. the successor of Louis XVIII. “I 
must either ride on horseback or in a cart.” lie 
did neither. The three “glorious days” of internal 
revolt drove him out of France. 
In 1847 Victor Hugo transformed an interest 
In politics into an obsession. Patient, adoring 
Juliette Drouct rescued him during a particularly 
aggressive political foray and smuggled him off 
to Brussels disguised as a lorry man. 
They moved to the Isle of Guernsey (« here 
he « rote “Les Misefables") and Hugo stayed 
there in a sort of martyrdom for 17 years. 
When Hugo re-entered France's political jun­ 
gle he was a great hero, far greater than De 
Gaulle, second only to Bonaparte. But he was 
bitterly disappointed when Louis Napoleon — an 
outlaw a vear earlier, ailing, starved and alone 
— was chosen President of France instead of 
himself. The French people’s selection of this 
contriving relative « as all but inibecilic. 
“ My name.” said this Napoleon, "is a complete 
program in itself.” 
“That 
man.” said British Queen Victoria's 
prince Consort about him, “ is a « alk iug lie.” 


Eventually events caught up with his walk ing. 
Napoleon III lasted only one year and « as to an­ 
nounce at the end. when tak en prisoner by the 
Prussians in the defeat which came within six 
week s, ”1 seem to have abdicated.” 
The Parisian street ero« ds said of the Prus­ 
sian Army when it walk ed in: “Formidable - 
hut not chic." Royal chic, however, had not done 
much for the French Army or people. 
Nevertheless, the people chose as President 
of the successive Third Republic the- most ardent 
royalist in France, Marshal MacMahon, as utter­ 
ly unlik ely a choice as his own name. 
The French are a people who expect more 
logic in other countries than they display in their 
own. 
Heroic Brig. Gen. Charles de Gaulle made his 
resistance appeal from London cm June 18, 194» . 
He* said an external Free France was indispen­ 
sable. 
But millions of French somehow con­ 
demned him. He had left France. He was not suf­ 
fering with them their terrible occupation hard­ 
ships and humiliations. Instead, they grumbled, 
he 
is

ventrilcwpiist’s 
dummy 
cm 
Winston 
C hurchill’s k nee. “No mador what 
happens,” said 
Marshall Henri Petain, “I shall not leave my 
country.” f or years Dc* Gaulle s hardest diffi­ 
culties with the French were rooted in this illogi­ 
cal complaint. 
But from the I7lh Century on, these remark ­ 
able people in their lovely land were the world's 
true civilizers. And through all the inconsistency, 
the Frenc h nation became tin* trunk of democracy 
in Europe. In fact, over a period of time, never 
has there been an\ other large democracy on the 
Continent except France. 
The* viewpoints and shades of temperament 
that so disturb us — these are not peculiar to the 
French; they are human differences and all of 
us in our different ways are liable to them. Luna­ 
cy, too, is universal. All countries have their 
share. Don't we — and in a very big way? 
In our many proper angers about De (¿aullé 
perhaps there should hi* enough room loft in our 
hearts for pity. 
One day wo may c*\c*n miss him. 
For there is a touch of greatness In this man, 
mixed with the great troubles he has caused us. 
and if he* 
losi*s the* election later this month we 
and the French alik e someday may wish we had 
him back .

Each of these three dis­ 
tinguished gentlemen made five 
attempts either for a nomination 
or as a party candidate. Thom­ 
as has tried six times. 
Other men w'ho have played 
this game in a substantial way 
down through the years, accord­ 
ing to the editors of Encyclope­ 
dia Americana, were Frank lin 
Delano Roosevelt, Martin Van 
Buren. James Buchanan, and 
Farrell Dobbs. They made four 
tries apiece, and for all but 
Dobbs, of the Socialist Work er 
Party, 
their 
persistence 
and 
popularity paid off at least once. 
There were several who three 
times dought the nation's high­ 
est 
office, 
and 
best-k nown 
among them were William Jen­ 
nings Bryan 
(1896, 1900 and 
1908) and Jam es G. Blaine (1876, 
1880 and 1884). Bryan won the 
Democratic nomination all three 
times; Blaine got the Republic­ 
an nomination only once. 
Champion long-distance run­ 
ner Thomas, the Socialist P ar­ 
ty candidate, ran in every pres­ 
idential 
election 
from 
1928 
through 1948. 
Henry Clay was unique among 
presidential candidates, for the 
frequency and strength of his 
candidacies, as well as for hav­ 
ing been a heavyweight in three 
successive political parties; the 
Democratic Republicans (1824), 
the National Republicans (1832) 
and the Whigs (1840, i844, and 
1848), always without success. 
Eugene V. Debs, lik e Thomas 
Socialist, ran for president 
every four years from 1900 to 
1920, except for 1916. In his last 
try he reached his peak as a 
vote-getter with 919,799 votes, 
even though he was an inmate 
of Atlanta penitentiary at the 
time! Debs, says the encyclope­ 
dia, had been imprisoned in 1918 
under the Espionage Act for his 
vehement opposition to the U.S. 
entry into World War I. 
Stassen, running as a candi­ 
date in 1968 for the Republican 
nomination, equals Henry Clay’s 
record for lengthy persistence; 
they both tried for 24 years. 
Stassen’s 
first 
attempt 
was 
made in 1944, and he tried again 
in 1948, 1952 and 1964. 
Martin Van Buren, President 
from 1837 to 1841, was defeated 
in his try for a second term, 
sought the nomination in 1844 
(unsuccessfully; 
it 
went 
to 
James Polk ), and became a 
third party candidate - as a 


Farrell Dobbs was 
a minor 
(socialist Work ers) party can­ 
didate in recent years (1948, 
1952, 1956, 1960). 
Frank lin D. Roosevelt cam­ 
paigned four times, won the 
nomination four times, and was 
elected President four times — 
a feat achieved by no one be­ 
fore or since his time. Nor will 
it ever happen again, under the 
existing constitution, for 
a Pres­ 
ident of the U.S. can no longer 
hold the office for more than 
two terms.

Q—My doctor says I have 
a 
frozen shoulder. What does 
tha t 
mean? What can be done to re­ 
lieve the pain? 
A—This is a name given to 
adhesive or calcified tendinitis, 
a condition in which the joint 
is 
stiff and movement is very pain­ 
ful. The latest treatment is to 
put the victim to sleep and forc­ 
ibly break up the adhesions. Hy­ 
drocortisone is then injected into 
the joint. The victim must move 
the joint in all directions every 
day. 
The 
hydrocortisone will 
eliminate or greatly reduce the 
pain but, pain or no pain, the 
joint must be moved if recur­ 
rences are to be prevented. 


Q — I always thought that 
poorly fitted shoes were the 
cause of corns. A foot doctor 
told me he could remove my 
corns in his office and they 
wouldn’t come back . What do 
you think ? 
A—Poorly fitted shoes are the 
cause of corns and correction of 
the cause is usually necessary 
for 
permanent 
relief.

that an injection of silicon 
be­ 
tween the corn and the underly­ 
ing bone will act as 
a shock - 
absorber and that, following

Back in 19 18 , Dr. H. H. Go d­ 
dard, a pio neer in the field o f 
mental testing , su rv ey ed scho o l 
children and fo u nd alm o st three 
per cent o f them definitely fee­ 
bleminded. 
Du ring 
the 
interv ening 
two 
g eneratio ns, they hav e bred like 
g u inea pig s, o ften pro du cing 10 
to 15 children, m o st o f who m 
are also feeblem inded and thu s 
u nable to fend fo r them selv es in 
the eco no mic wo rld. 
And they beg in breeding early , 
fo r by incest and witho u t the 
benefit o f wedding cerem o nies, 
they sta rt in the middle teens. 
In fact, in the past 50 y ears, 
there hav e actu ally been three 
g eneratio ns o f feebleminded, so 
no w the co nserv ativ e estim ate 
is 
that they nu m ber between 
fiv e and ten per cent o f o u r 
entire po pu latio n. 
R em em ber, the feebleminded, 
by 
actu al 
psy cho lo g ical 
tests, 
rate an I.Q. o f 70 o r less. E v en 
as adu lts, they c a n ’t do six th 
g rade wo rk in scho o l!

lio n Am ericans Tn the “ bo rder­ 
line” ar.d "du ll n o rm al” ca te­ 
g o ries who c a n ’t learn a skilled 
trade o r ev en finish g ra m m ar 
scho o l! 


And in India, Asia and Afri­ 
ca, the po pu latio n ex plo sio n is 
making increasing dem ands o n 
po o r o ld Uncle Sam to feed their 
hu ng ry mo u ths.
